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ADVISORY ACTION 

1. The proposed amendment filed after a final rejection have changed the scope of claims 
42-46 and 48-51. Also the new issue, the channel formed in the male mandrel element extends 
through the male mandrel element and the pin is sufficiently long to be received in the channel 
while allowing the ends of the pin to extending outside of the channel, would require further 
search and consideration. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed October 27, 2005 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicants asserted that the last Office Action should not have been a final rejection. 
However, all the original apparatus claims have been cancelled. New claims 41-52 have 
different scope than the previously presented claims 1-38, therefore, the final rejection was 
deemed proper. 

The applicant fiirther argued that Mazzocchi fails to disclose a pin, because the clamp 15 

is not equivalent to the pin and is a necessary part of the filter, without which the "ends of the 

wires would be exposed." (Remarks, page 8). On the other hand, Mazzocchi discloses that: 

"Each end of the metal fabric 10 is desirably received within a cavity 46 
formed in one of the two end plates 40. If a clamp (15 in FIG. 2) is used, the 
clamp may be sized to be relatively snugly received within one of these cavities 
46 in order to effectively attach the end of the fabric to the end plate 40." See col. 
8, lines 58-64. 

Thus, Mazzocchi discloses that the used of a clamp is optional and is used to fit or attach 
the end of the filter fabric to the mold cavity. This function makes the clamp equivalent to the 
claimed pin, in which it is used to align the filter with the mandrel. Because the use of the clamp 
is optional (see Mazzocchi, Figs. 1-4) to fit/attach/ahgn the filter with the mold inside the cavity, 
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the clamp is not a necessary part of the filter. It could be part of the system, and is equivalent to 
the alignment pin as claimed in claims 41 and 47.
